. The freedom of the city of Danville 
was-conferred this morning on Lady 
Nancy Astor by Mayor Wooding at a 
special meeting ot the city council 
which was called Iff 10:30 o'clock. It 
was a pretty ceremony and drew 
heartfelt responses to the glowing 
welcome addresses from both Lord 
and Lady Astor who received an ova- 
tion Irom a crowd wftich jammed the 
'comparatively small council chamber 
land overflowed into the corridors. 
• The council chamber under the deft 
{hands of the committee headed by 
(Mrs. W. T). Overbey was transformed 
into a fitting frame for the pretty 
ceremony 
Palms and 
evergreens 
.•were flanked about the presidents 
icbair while the walls were hung by 
'American flags. Confederate flags and 
the Union Jack of Great Britain while 
Mowers also were in profusion. There 
•were rose boutonnieres for all of tne 
•official party in the council chamber, 
.that is to say the nine members of 
•the council, the city officials and the 
'welcoming committee. 
On the desK 
'before the rostrum was a large basket 
'of magnificent red roses the national 
'flower of Great Britain presented by 
H. W. Brown, also a native of that 
{country. Nearby stood another vase 
filled with other roses, these presented 
tby the Garden club which had charge 
'of the decorating of the chamber. 
Every available inch of space had 
been taken when the visitors arrived. 
There were scores of relatives of Lady 
,Astor; these being given seats within 
ithe rail. Mrs. Glbeon and W, H, 
Xanghorne, sister and brother of Lady 
lAstor bad seats to the right of tbo 
rostrum while upon It was Colonel 
Carrington, president of the council, 
Lord Astor being seated at hiB right 
and Lady Astor at his right. Lady 
Astor wore a sand colored frock with 
cape of the same material. Her skirt 
was long and she wore the Astor 
pearls, a small black bat, long white 
kid'gloves, tan stockings and shoes 
and a corsage, a bouquet of pansies. 
Mrs. Gibson was wearing blue crepe 
meteor skirt, ankle length, a large 
black hat with lace veil. She wore 
also 4, triple string of pearls, sand 
colored stockings and tan shoes. Her 
flowers were orchids and lilies of the 
valley* 
Harry C. Ficklen announced the 
y «a they entered.

...„«, auJience Colonel Carrington rap- 
ped for order and the roll of the coun- 
cil was called. 
Colonel Carrington 
' then called upon Rev. J. N.^Latham, 
D D -tor prayer a frevent devotion, 
•the theme of which was that "the ser- 
Ivant" might continue to be blessed In 
Tier constructive work for humanity 
("Bless also" he saicl "all the English 
jspeaking people that they may con- 


tioue to be bonded together in their 
stand against fraud and Injustice." He 
finally pleaded for the adoption of 
Christian standards In the promotion 
of national life. 
Colonel Carrington explained the 
purpose of the meeting which was 
to con fere the freedom of the city on 
Lady Actor. He traced the conception 
of the council invitation stating that 
the civic welcome -was backed by the 
people of the community at large. 
•'We welcome! you to Danville as the 
woman who has achieved greatness in 
the'world," he said. He also recited 
Danville's motto adopted 
by the 
Chamber of Commerce and announced 
.his intention at the next meeting of 
the board of directors to have her en- 
rolled as a permanent honorary mem- 
ber of that organization for having 
done more than anyone else in Dan- 
ville. He facetiously referred to the 
construction placed upon the "T. P. 
A." banners about the street and re- 
corded the construction of one gentle- 
man which was "To please Astor." 
Colonel 'Carrington next read the ordi- 
nance Dedicating la city street to Lady 
Astor which was then presented to the 
visitor, the text being inscribed on 
parchment and enclosed in a leather 
folder. 
Captain Harry Wooding, mayor of 
Danville who remembers Lady Aster's 
great-grandfather was next Intro- 
duced and he presented Lady Astor 
with a key a foot long. It was gilded 
and fashioned of wood grown on the 
Cottage Hill estate where Lady Aator's 
father was reared.* Mayojr Wooding 
reached new heights of eloquence in 
his flattering address extending a sin- 
cere welcome from the city where 
"your baby eyes first saw light and 
your baby lips-first learned to speak 
endearing names. He spoke of the 
many men from Virginia who have 
won renown and then spoke of Lady 
Astor ac having earned fame which 
Is world-wide. In presenting the key 
the mayor said it -would always un- 
lock the gates of this city, which 
housed her distinguished father and 
mother, and he asked her-to use the 
key often. "We trust that you will 
never forget that none will follow 
more closely four future career ana 
with greater interest than the city of 
Danville." 
As Lady Astor rose to reply, visibly 


moved at the kind references made to 
her, the audience stood and gave her 
a sustained ovation. Lady Astor said 
that it was difficult for her to express 
her sentiments on such a moving oc- 
casion. It was no place for a set 
speech, end she needed no notes to 
remember what was uppermost in her 
heart. Reference by Mayor Wooding 
to her mother and father Bad especi- 
ally touched he»T "Yon can't possibly 
know what my mother was to me. 
Mother, to .me stands next to" Goat, 
and it taught me what the love of God 
meant. To be welcomed home in the 
name of my mother and father means 
more to me than you can possibly un- 
derstand." Branching suddenly from 
the serious and spirit effect of wel- 
come, Lady -Astor became facetious 
and frank.

of a. total amount of $53 in cash, ob- 
tained through promise of "healing"

Mary remonstrated with^ her, but 
the gyj>ey told her it was" necessary 
'or her to keep the money for a few 
days, cr she would be unable to bring 
her "healing power" into, benefitiuu 
use.

The machine 
and whisky were said to have been 
the property of Eiwell Lewis, a white 
wan 
Judging from the tragic out- 
come of the haul and the circum- 
stances surrounding the shooting, the 
E. Burster Brown, •wno did the 


killing, appears to have hadIan in- 
frert in the liquor. Brown was still 
at large early this afternoon, although 
Lewis is being held In the Martins- 


On yesterday afternoon Constable 


Mitchell captured the automobile con- 
taining 
40 gallons 
of 
«n<">n9h»n« 
wbiskv. Ixjwis was arrested and gave 
bond.* The Ford car containing tne 
spirits was dnvcn to Martinsvillc 
where the whisky was pourM out. 
The shooting occurred about eignt 
miles west of MnrHniville near th« 
Alm»hous« and not far from the point 
at which the whisky wa« seized thai 
nff'-noin- The officer was returning 
home to hi-, wif" «"'l six chiMren 
which was in tJiat direct.on. 
This 
was about 10 o'clock to*t ni«ht. In 
about 20 minute* the headhunts of the 
automobile revealed the fnrm^ of two 
men In the distance up th« road. On 
coming closer to them. Mitchell saw 
that one of them was the man from 
whom he had captured the liquor. The 
other was a negro. The officer paid 
little attention to the men 
He was 
pnlv go.ng at a moderate rate of 
speed. When the men were sidelong 
the car. the necro Shrew a gun into 
the face of the. constable and shouted 
for him to stop 
The maehiyse was 
brought to a standst.ll nn<l the negro 
dPUinn<led sharpl\ 
"Where is my 
liquor." 
The reply from the officer 


was that "I destroyed it in Martins- 
ville," whereupon the negro fired 
twice point blank at the driver of the 
car, without any further words. One 
of the bullets missed its mark but the 
other entered the constable's side and 
penetrated his body. Just what took 
place at this point could not be 
learntd. 
The above is more cr less Lewis 
,-tory of what happent-d. He was later 
arrested and is now in the Siartins- 
ville jaiL He says that after the 
shooting, he took Brown to Kohler. 
Va.. but whether he took the negro 
there to turn him over to the police or 
to help him to make his getaway, is 
not known. After arriving In Kohler, 
it seems that the negro and Lewis be- 
came separated but under what cir- 
cumstances is not known 
That was 
the last seen of Brown. He is report- 
ed to have stolen a Buick car in that 
place and to have headed in the direc- 
tion of Danville. The authorities here 
were notified of the shooting last night 
and asked to kcpe a sharp look out 
for the negro, but nothing has been 
seen of him. 
Brown is described as being a "bad 


looking" negro, about 5 feet H inches 
tall, gingercake In color and having 
.1 flit nose. He Is said to have been 
running with John Dix. who .has been 
Kit ing the police so much trouble with 
his whlFky dealing?. The negro drove. 
on«- of Dix's machines until about two 
weeks nco when the latter was cap- 
tured ju*.t outside the city limits and 
placed in Jail where he now remains. 
Officers Harry Turner and J. C. 
Mlnters of Martinsville. assisted Con- 
stable Mitchell yesterday In the liquor 
liaul. The circumstances surrounding 
ihc killin« and the statement by the 
TI^RTO "Wh*re is my liquor" indic!at'>d 
that the whisky or nt least part of it 
wa« his. What connection the white 
man other than driving the car In 
•Khich it was contained, had with the 
liquor has not been made known.

It was reported 
on the street that the two men had 
planned to way-lay the officer who 
captured th» whisky.

''to Attorney General Saunders ex- 
pressing his high opinion of Brame's 
capabilities and character and com- 
mending to the favorable considera- 
tion of the attorney general Brame's 
efficiency as an agent of the federal 
prohibition bureau. 
Senator Swanson has not made any 
endorsement for this place, he said 
today, and expects the appointment 
will not be made until June 1st. 
Mr. Brame entered the internal 


revenue service several years ago. 
working a aa field agent on income 
tax returns.

was happening. 
"Please let them 
know just how it was" Lady Astor 
said in turning to the reporter. 
Lady Astor was too preoccupied 
with preparing for today to submit to 
an 'interview. She was too intent upon 
the visit "home" as she expressed it 
to discuss the graver issues which 
she is s'o thoroughly capable of ex- 
pressing. She did say however, that 
she did not intend to make any fur- 
ther addresses about prohibition of 
which &he has been an ardent avocate 
in Great Britain. "I think my views 
oji the subject have been made clear 
and I do not think it is "necessary to 
repeat them." She expressed herself 
briefly on the point emphasizing the 
thought that it would take longer 
than one generation for prohibition to 
become actually effective, that is to 
say. become the accepted law 'of the 
land. 
Mrs. Gibson when told that many 
Danville people would regret the in- 
ability of her husband to accompany 
her to this city also evidenced the 
keenest regret. She said that she had 
hoped above all thing that he would 
be able to come to Danville and she 
quoted the famous artist whose noted 
•Gibson girl* is believed to have been 
inspired by his beautiful wife, as say- 
ing that he had looked forward above 
all thing to ils visit to Danville. Mrs. 
Gioson explained that duties in con- 
nection with1 the conduct of 'Life* in 
New Tork compelled his return to 
that city.

With the official party were 
relatives of Lady Astor and there fol- 
iowed a series of affectionate embraces 
after they had alighted. The crowd 
which had succeeded in reaching the 
platform swarmed around and a num- 
ber of people stepped forward and 
shook hands with Lord and Lady As- 
tor. 
Finally as the crowd became 
denser, H. C. Ficklen convoyed Lady 
JCaflcy at a rapid pace to the steps 
leading to the* subway where a sea of 
sxpectant faces greeted the visitors. 
There was a storm of handclapplng 
while the official party entered their 
cars and drove to the Burton.

in prayer today for Richard Croker, 
who died recently in Ireland.

It was these poor people—not poli- 
ticians, nor those of wealth and pow- 
er—who prayed for the repose of 
Croker's soul at a requiem mass In 
the church of St. Ignatius Loyola. 
There was no eulogy, no music.

After the 


celebrant had left the altar the old 
women and men gathered outside and 
spoke tenderly of "Mr. Croker." 


One old man. who said Croker had 


gotten him a job when his family was 
about to starve, pulled frcm his pock- 
et a card to show he had arranged for 
the big chief to be perpetually re- 
membered in mass for the dead.

Senate Slow 


In Acting On 


Tariff Clauses 


WASHINGTON, May 4.—An esti- 
mate that at the present rate the 
pending tariff bill would be passed on 
September 2», 1946 was given to the 
Senate today by »nator McCumber, 
Republican, North Dakota, in charge 
of the measure, who said the estimate 
had been prepared by an expert who 
based his calculation on the fact that 
just two of the 2,000 odd committee 
amendments to the measure have been 
acted on in thirteen days. 
"I think that after listening to the 
dehate today," Said Senat McCum- 
ber, "we will have to add thirty or 
forty jears more to that estimate." 
Asserting that the tariff bill had 


not been discussed for one fifth of the 
time it had been before the Senate, 
•Senatof McCumber declared. 
"We have all gone oc on extraneous 
matters." 
"Unless we get down to the bill It- 
self, I'll tell you what will happen. 
You will get tired of hearing your 
own voices and before you have con- 
sidered one third of the bill you will 
be ready to swallow all of it." 
Senator McCumber said night ses- 
sions ntight become necessary but he 
thought if the senate would get down 
to work the measure could be pass*d 
in a reasonable time. 
The Senate voted today on the sec- 
one of the committee amendment, 
rejecting 26 to 47, an amendment by 
Senator Jones, Democrat, New Menco, 
to reduce the proposed duty on boric 
acid from one and one-half cents a 
pound to three quarters if one cent 
a pound. The committee rate then 
was approved. 
WOMEN'S0 CLUBS 


ADOPT PLATFORM 


GREENSBORO, N. C., May 4.—The 
North Carolina Federation of "Wom- 
en's Clubs in annual session here, con- 
tinued at high speed today and moved 
through a full day of business 
Out- 
standing in the events of the day was 
the adoption of the federation plat- 
form including the legislative battle- 
front for the coming year. As re- 
ported by Miss Gertrude Weill, of 
Goldsboro, the resolutions range from 
strictly North Carolina affairs all the 
way to commendation of Will Hays 
for suppression of the Roscie (Fatty) 
Srblckle films. Among the planks for 
which the women will fight are the 
raising the age of consent to 16 years; 
the establishment of the Australian 
ballot; providing that parents have 
equal guardianship over their chil- 
dren; adoption of declaratory act by 
the legislature that women have the 
right to serve as jurors; a strong re- 
solution* Ot'the disqualification against 
a. woman's testifying in her own be- 
hafl on an Indictment for abduction or 
seduction unless her testimony is cor- 
roborated bv some other witness; 
State aid for mothers and a form of 
teachers' pension and stricter en- 
forcement of the prohibition laws. 
MT.S T. W. Bickett, widow of the 
former Governor T. "W. Bickett of 
North Carolina, spoke this afternoon 
in the interest Of "better babies." She 
told of the educational work of the 
bureau of maternity and infant hy- 
giene, of -which she is at the head in 
this State, and said it was the purpose 
of the bureau to have a trained pub- 
lic nurse in every county in the State. 
Mrs. Bickett said that out of 83,000 
babies born in North Carolina in 1920, 
8.000 were born dead or died before 
they reached the age of one year and 
the health of the mother was perman- 
ently injured hecause of ignorance or 
lack of care. It is this condition that 
Mrs. Bickett wishes to better. The 
convention will dose tomorrow.

MONTROSS, Va, May 
4 —Miss 
Sarah E. Knox, was found guilty of 
murder in the first degree and sen- 
tenced to 20 years in prison by the 
jury in Its verdict returned at 8-23 
this evening. 
Miss Know, former 
nurse has been on trial since last 
Tuesday for the killing of Mrs Roger 
D Eastlake, whose husband was ac- 
quitted last December of the murder. 
TVatt T. Mayo, comonwealth's attor- 
ney of Westmoreland county, con- 
eluded the argument for the State at 
6 o'clock. 
Judge Chinn then ad- 
journed court to allow the jury time 
to eat dinner before beginning their 
secret discussions. The jury retired 
at 7 o'clock, returning the verdict in 
one hotlr and 23 minutes 
The jury stipulated that the ver- 
dict should carry a sentence of 20 
years imprisonment in the State pen- 
itentiary. 
The court room was crowded as 
Miss Knox was brought from the ya.il 
to face the jury. 
The nurse stood 
erect as the sentence was announced 
and displayed no emotion 
She turned to her sister, Mrs. W. 
L. Salter, of. t)cean City, N. J., how- 
ever, and said a few words. Judge 
Chinn 'then formally sentenced her 
and said he thought the jury had been 
"most lenient" with her. 
No steps were taken by defense 
counsel toward filing-- any appeal, and 
Judge Chinn adjourned court, while 
Miss Knox was taken back to the jail 
It is expected she will be taken to 
Richmond to begin* serving- sentence. 
The case of Miss Sarah E Knox, 
Baltimore nurse charged ~wr.th the 
murder of Mrs Margaret L Eastlake 
at Colonial Beach last September, -was 
given to the jury early tonight 
Immediate deliberation -was not be- 
gun by the jurors, however, as Judge 
Chinn permitted them first to go to 
dinner. 
Daring the arguments, which were 
closed by Commonwealth's Attorney 
Mayo, both Miss Knox and Roger D. 
Eastlake, husband of the slain wo- 
man were denounced by the opposing 
attorneys. Mr. Mayo was merciless in 
his references to the nurse's life from 
the time she first met Eastlake until 
the morning the mutilated body of 
Mrs Eastlake was found in a pool of 
blood on the kitchen floor of her 
home. ' He declared that, "if ever 
a murdered was caught red-handed." 
it was the defendant and asked the 
jury as "fair-minded citizens of Vir- 
ginia" to render a verdict In the first 
degree. 
There was "motive, means 
and opportunity beyond and pread- 
ventnre of doubt, for the slaying," he 
told the jury. 
Fred W. Coleman of Fredericks- 
ville, for the defense, bitterly assailed 
Eastlake and declared the crime had 
had committed by no other than him. 
His reference to the naval petty of- 
ficers as "the most despicable type 
of humanity" caused the crowd that 
jammed the court room to break into 
a cheer and Judge Chinn ordered the 
sheriff to clear the room if there was 
a reception. 
Harry M. Smith, Jr.. of Richmond, 
chief counsel for Miss Knox closed 
for the defense. He stressed what he 
termed the good the accused woman 
had done for suffering humanity al! 
her life and in contract featured East- 
lake as the personification of selfish- 
ness. He emphasized Eastlake's ad- 
mission on the stand that he "had fre- 
quently lied" to the nurse, had owed 
her large sums of money and hati 
tried to "cover up his double life by 
joining the church." Mr. Smith ac- 
knowledged that "a dangerous chain 


of circumstances connects the defend- 
ant with the crime, but I also know 
that there lives one, ten times more 
familiar with its commitment" than 
the nurse. 
Under agreement. Judge Chinn per- 
mitted Dr. Charles H. Burton, 'a chem- 
ist of Washington, to testify at the 
opening of court concerning blood- 
stains he had .found on the hat said 
to have been picked up near the body 
of Mrs. Eastlake. o
